SOUTH SAN FRANCISCO 
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UNIVERSITY’S SERVICE 

SPREADS THROUGH STATE 


How the University of California 
through university extension is carry¬ 
ing educational opportunities to thou¬ 
sands of citizens in every part of the 
state will be told by Director Ira W. 
Howerth at the first national uni¬ 
versity extension conference at Madi¬ 
son, Wisconsin, from March 10th to 
13th. The conference was called by 
the University of Wisconsin for dis¬ 
cussion of the newer problems of 
university extension. Practically 
every educational institution which is 
now actively carrying on such work 
is represented. 

A report of the university extension 
division, submitted to the academic 
council, will furnish the delegates to 
the national conference with material 
for comparing California’s activities 
with their own. This report tells in 
statistical form the story of the means 
by which nearly 90,000 people were 
brought into contact with the educa¬ 
tional resources of the university dur¬ 
ing the second half of 1914, through 
the five bureaus of the division. 

The bureau of correspondence in¬ 
struction was the means of extending 
university education to the largest 
number of non-resident students. 
Through this medium 2502 men and 
women were able to increase their 
individual efficiency by pursuing 
studies in one of the thirty subjects 
in which instruction was given. Some 
10,125 inquiries had been answered 
since the inception of the bureau in 
August, 1913. Those inquiries ranged 
from requests for literature describing 
the activities of the bureau to ques¬ 
tions asking if the university gives a 
course in housepainting. 

Class work patterned after that 
conducted at the university was con¬ 
ducted at several points in the San 
Francisco bay region. In these 
classes instruction was given to 736 
people. Through these classes the 
university was able to help students 
to meet the increasing demand for 
persons skilled in Spanish, French, 
and commercial usage which has re¬ 
sulted from the growth of trade rela¬ 
tions between the Pacific coast and 
South America. 

Five hundred persons in the state 
prisons at San Quentin and Folsom 
felt the influence of university in¬ 
struction. Prisoners were able to 
chose from a list of subjects ranging 
from elementary mathematics to so¬ 
cial psychology. 

California could report to the con¬ 
ference the existence of the largest 
interscholastic debating league in the 
United States. This league was or¬ 
ganized last year by the bureau of 
public discussion and lias brought 
seventy-five schools, representing 
24,000 students, into competitive de¬ 
bate on leading public questions. 

The university has aided a number 
of city officials to solve various civic 
problems, through the assistance of 
faculty experts secured through the 
bureau of municipal reference. This 
bureau has also aided in organizing 
the California conference on city 
planning, which is aiding California 
cities in this important movement for 
better cities, better living conditions, 
and foresight for the vast future of 
the cities of California.

SPEAKS AT CHARTER DAY 


Thousands of Tons of Dust. 

According to the estimates of a 
government expert, who has given 
much attention to the study of the 
remarkable phenomena of dust and 
sand storms in the arid regions of 
the west, every cubic mile of the 
lower air during an ordinary “dry 
storm” contains at least 225 tons of 
dust, while in severe storms of tills 
kind as much as 126,000 tons of dust 
and sand may be contained in a cubic 
mile of air. Dust storms sometimes 
last for twenty or thirty hours.

The vice-president of the United 
States is coming to help the Uni¬ 
versity of California celebrate its 
birthday. 

The university has invited all its 
friends to join in this yearly birthday 
celebration, in the open-air Greek 
Theatre at Berkeley at 10:30 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, March 23, 1915, 
with Thomas R. Marshall, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the United States, as the 
Charter Day orator. The alumni will 
join with the faculty and students in 
the procession which every year 
winds from the front of the university 
library up the hill under the eucalyp¬ 
tus trees to the famous Greek Theatre. 
Since the theatre seats eight thou¬ 
sand, a general invitation has been 
extended to the public to be present. 

The distinguished speaker of the 
day, Vice-President Marshall, is him¬ 
self a university man, having gradu¬ 
ated with honors from Wabash Col¬ 
lege in 1873. He has received the de¬ 
gree of LL.D. from a number of dif¬ 
ferent universities and is a member 
of Phi Beta Kappa—the scholarship 
honor society. After having practiced 
law for thirty-five years he served as 
governor of Indiana from 1909 to 1913 
and then became vice-president of the 
United States. 

At past Charter Days a long list of 
eminent men have spoken at the Uni¬ 
versity of California. Among the 
Charter Day speakers of other years 
have been Josiah Royce, now one of 
the most distinguished of American 
philosophers, who as a student won 
an oratorical contest on Charter Day, 
March 23, 1874; President Theodore 
Roosevelt, John Hay, Lord James 
Bryce, British ambassador; Chancellor 
David Starr Jordan of Stanford, 
President Arthur T. Hadley of Yale, 
President Edwin A. Alderman of the 
University of Virginia, Bliss Perry, 
editor of the Atlantic Monthly; Pro¬ 
fessor Henry Van Dyke of Princeton, 
Secretary of Commerce William C. 
Redfield, Sir Richard McBride, 
premier of British Columbia; Pro¬ 
fessor Joseph LeConte, Edward Row¬ 
land Sill, the poet; Professor George 
H. Howison, Professor Bernard Moses, 
President Charles William Eliot of 
Harvard, President James H. Taylor 
of Vassar, Whitelaw Reid, ambassador 
to England; President James B. 
Angell of the University of Michigan, 
President W. H. P. Faunce of Brown 
University, Dr. Henry S. Pritchett, 
president of the Carnegie foundation 
for the advancement of teaching, and 
Herbert Putnam, librarian of con¬ 
gress.

Them In Various Ways and So Fa¬ 
cilitating Traffic Than Is the Case In 
America.

After laying an expensive asphalt or 
wood block street, city authorities in 
American cities seem to feel that their 
whole duty has been performed. The 
street is immediately left to the mercy 
of traffic and the elements and nothing 
more is done until some serious repairs 
become necessary. 

A very different process is followed, 
in European cities, which consists in 
protecting the street and in facilitating 
traffic, so that much greater service is 
got out of a street than in America. 

The principal expedient adopted is 
to sprinkle or cover the street lightly 
with various substances whenever 
weather conditions or other reasons 
require it 

Sand Is much used for the purpose, 
and is scattered over the streets in a 
number of ways. Sometimes a man 
with a trowel-like tool, carrying a bag 
of sand suspended from his neck, sows 
the street with the sand after the man¬ 
ner of a farmer sowing grain broad¬ 
cast Another method of distributing 
the sand is by means of small box¬ 
like carts and shovels,, one man push-

ing the cart and another sowing the 
sand. The cart is often the same one 
used for collecting refuse. 

The method with shovels and cart is 
not so expeditious since the sand in 
such cases is spread more thickly. 
There are also automatic sand sowing 
machines of different types which are 
more rapid. 

Among other materials used are a 
coarse sand or very fine gravel and 
fine stone particles. All such materials 
should be dry and perfectly clean and 
free from dirt or impurities which 
would prevent free scattering or sub¬ 
sequently cause dust. Ashes are only 
used in case of an emergency. 

The material for street sowing is 
kept in boxes holding from one to 
three cubic yards in convenient loca¬ 
tions. being thus at hand whenever 
needed for use. 

Applications are made when the 
streets are covered with Ice, sleet or 
frozen snow. In the case of cold, driz¬ 
zling rains, or during precipitation 
caused by fog or after heavy rains, 
when the weather conditions are such 
that the streets will not readily dry. 
A twofold object is attained by such 
sowing; the slipperiness of the street 
is overcome and safety for vehicles 
and pedestrians assured, and the sur¬ 
plus water is absorbed by the sand so 
that it does not lie and rot the sur¬ 
facing. 

Thus the greatest objection to asphalt 
streets, their slipperiness, is obviated. 

As streets are only flushed at times 
when the water will readily dry off, 
there is no occasion to sand the streets 
after flushing. 

When bodies of men are to pass over 
icy streets, the sand or small gravel 
to be scattered is first, moistened with 
a solution of salt, as it will then the 
more quickly attack the ice. 

Sand in being sown on the streets 
should be used as sparingly as possible 
to accomplish the desired result. A 
very small quantity is found sufficient 
for a considerable area.

When the conditions of ice or moist¬ 
ure which made necessary the applica¬ 
tion of the sand have passed, it should 
all be removed, as otherwise the streets 
will become dusty. 

In good weather asphalt and wood 
block streets are treated with an oil 
emulsion. Applied five or six times 
during the summer, all the desirable 
results are accomplished that follow 
from a dally watering. , 

Street sweeping In winter, a difficult 
work, owing to the cold dust stirred 
up, is accomplished in an efficacious 
manner by first sprinkling the streets 
with a chloride of calcium solution 
which lays the dust and so melts the 
frozen dirt that the street sweeping 
mnehiues can accomplish their work.

not from inference, but actual exam¬ 
ple, writes T. Commerford Martin in 
the American City: One of the best 
things to do is, of course, to get the 
help of engineers and illuminating ex¬ 
perts, but the whole country may be 
compared today to a large museum 
where all the prevalent systems can be 
studied in full operation. In some 
places the “old line” arcs shine re¬ 
splendent with high economies in watts 
and lumens. In other places the flam¬ 
ing arc bestraddles the sky and belit¬ 
tles the moon and stars. A good many 
cities have “luminous” arcs on high 
posts or low posts, and the results are 
unequivocally satisfactory. On many 
a thoroughfare the clustered tungsten 
lamps employed in ornamental street 
lighting and with handsome electroliers 
and massive curb posts make one quite 
indifferent to the coming of the dawn. 
And now the nonvacuum, nitrogen 
filled incandescent lamps of large can¬ 
dle power, at the lowest wattage con¬ 
sumption known to mankind, are loom¬ 
ing up as the latest addition to the 
electrical resources with which our 
streets are all to be made Great White 
Ways. The future is altogether one of 
hope, for out of this struggle of the 
types and methods emerges the assur¬ 
ance that we shall undoubtedly have 
better, lighter and cheaper lights than 
ever for our streets, not less than a 
more perfect electric candle indoors to 
light us to bed. 


In the selection of an up to date sys¬ 
tem of street illumination any commu¬ 
nity has today a large range of choice.

A brick building in a row of 
brick buildings will have a rate of 
one-third or one-fourth the amount 
of the rate on a wooden building in a 
row of wooden buildings. The cost 
of brick or concrete over frame-wood 
construction is only about one-fourth 
more. In a very short time this dif¬ 
ference in cost of construction will 
be repaid by the difference in the cost 
of fire insurance and repairs. This 
city cannot afford to take any steps 
backward.

President M. B. Johnson of the San 
Mateo County Development Associa¬ 
tion has been authorized by the board 
of governors to appoint a committee 
of fifteen representative citizens for 
the purpose of making arrangements 
for a good roads celebration on the 
completion of the bulk of the work 
under the $1,250,000 bond issue. The 
Fourth of July is under consideration 
as the date for the celebration. By 
that time the boulevards will be 
practically completed and everything 
in readiness. While this date is a 
tentative one, it affords a splendid 
opportunity for the entire county to 
join hands in honor of Independence 
Day and the greatest undertaking 
ever carried out by the county. 

A monster automobile parade will 
be one of the features of the good 
roads celebration. At that time of 
the year the great influx of eastern 
visitors out here to view the exposi¬ 
tion will have arrived. Our celebra¬ 
tion should attract them in great 
numbers, as San Mateo county is 
probably the best-known county in 
the United States of its size. 

The association has named M. B. 
Johnson of Montara, H. C. Tuchsen 
of Redwood City and F. L. Eksward 
as its delegates to the annual con¬ 
gress of the Inland Waterways Asso¬ 
ciation of California, which will con¬ 
vene in San Francisco in the munici¬ 
pal auditorium on March 23d, 24th 
and 25th. A program of great public 
interest has been arranged and the 
most influential organizations will be 
represented at that gathering. 

The purpose of the Inland Water¬ 
ways Association is the furthering of 
navigation by means of inland water¬ 
ways and the improvement of harbors 
and the investigation, co-ordination 
and promotion of navigation, water 
storage, flood control, irrigation, 
drainage, reclamation and kindred 
subjects, all being related or inci¬ 
dental to the primary purposes of 
navigation. 

The features of the coming conven¬ 
tion are as follows: 

1. A national aspect day when the 
national aspect of inland waterways 
will be discussed. The president of 
the United States has been invited to 
attend on this occasion. However, as 
he has signified his inability to visit 
the Jewel City as he originally in¬ 
tended, he will be represented by 
Vice-President Marshall. Four United 
States senators and nine members of 
the house of representatives are 
scheduled to speak. 

2. A state project day, when many 
projects will be considered by able 
speakers, each representing important 
projects in various sections of the 
state. 

3. An association day, when the 
welfare of the organization will be 
considered and reports filed.

The county board of supervisors 
met in regular session last Monday in 
Redwood City. 

Among the business transacted was 
the following: 

A contract to construct 5.402 miles 
of the road from Colma to Halfmoon 
Bay was awarded to the Spring Con¬ 
struction Company for $30,845.76. 

A contract to construct .918 of a 
mile of road from Colma to Halfmoon 
Bay was also awarded to the same 
company for $5843.17. 

L. B. Jones, in charge of exter¬ 
minating squirrels, reported that dur¬ 
ing the month of February he had 
expended $39.20 in this work. 

J. B. Walsh, representing James L. 
Flood, specifying the character of 
fencing that would be accepted by 
Mr. Flood in front of his property in 
the first road district which he had 
donated for the state highway. 

The communication was referred to 
the county surveyor. 

Treasurer P. P. Chamberlain was 
granted permission to purchase coin 
trays for the use of his office. 

Chairman Francis was authorized 
to execute a contract on behalf of the 
county with the Taxi Company of 
California for the use of machines to 
bring exposition visitors into the 
county on sight-seeing tours. 

The claims of Auditor J. J. Shields 
and Tax Collector A. McSweeney for 
$39.10 and $53.75, respectively, for 
expenses in attending conventions 
were referred to District Attorney 
Swart for an opinion as to their 
legality. 

District Attorney Swart suggested 
that an ordinance be adopted requir¬ 
ing tha auto drivers engaged in the 
business of common carrying be re¬ 
quired to give a bond for the protec¬ 
tion of their patrons. He was directed 
to prepare such an ordinance for the 
board’s consideration.

ORDINANCE NO. 81. 


An Ordinance of the City of South San 
Francisco creating the office of 
Deputy Tax-Collector, providing for 
the appointment of such Deputy Tax- 
Collector, and defining his duties. 


The Board of Trustees of the City of 
South San Francisco do ordain as fol¬ 
lows: 

Section 1. There is hereby created 
the office of deputy tax-collector for 
the City of South San Francisco. 

Section 2. The Board of Trustees of 
the City of South San Francisco shall 
appoint a deputy tax-collector, who 
shall hold office during the pleasure of 
said Board of Trustees. 

Section 3. The deputy tax-collector 
shall receive such compensation as said 
Board of Trustees shall from time to 
time determine. 

Section 4. It shall be the duty of the 
deputy tax-collector to assist the tax- 
collector of the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco in the collection of all taxes and 
licenses payable to said City of South 
San Francisco, and in the absence <*f 
said tax-collector from his office to per¬ 
form the duties of such tax-collector, 
and to perform such other duties as 
said Board of Trustees shall from time 
to time require of said deputy tax- 
collector. 

. Section 5. The deputy tax-collector 
shall keep his office open daily, except 
Sundays and legal holidays, from the 
hour of eight o’clock a. m. to the hour 
of twelve o’clock noon, and from the 
hour of one o’clock p. m. until the hour 
of five o’clock p. m. and shall remain in 
his office during such time as his office 
is required to be open. He may close 
his office at the hour of one o’clock 
p. m. on all Saturdays. 

Section 6. This ordinance shall be 
published once in “The Enterprise,” a 
weekly newspaper published and circu¬ 
lated in said City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco, and shall take effect and be in 
force from and after the expiration of 
thirty (30) days after the date of its 
passage.

JUMPING AROUND 
AFTER THE NORTH 
MAGNETIC POLE 


Getting a line on the habits and 
habitat of that elusive and whimsical 
creature, the north magnetic pole, 
puts the chase of the will-o’-the-wisp 
and similar maddening pursuits back 
in the class with—well, finding the 
pin in the back of an occupied 
waist, for example. Physical re- 
s arch in comparison is as tangible 
as the missing letter puzzles in the 
10-cents-a-year magazines. 

This on the authority of Ittai 
Luke, a K. U. boy, who has just re¬ 
turned from such a quest of the in¬ 
visible. It took him right up into the 
north pole’s front yard. He was one 
of the observers on the latest voyage 
of the ship Carnegie, which has put in 
the last ten years mapping the mag¬ 
netic currents of the earth. The ship 
is part of the equipment of the ter¬ 
restrial magnetism department of the 
Carnegie Institution at Washington. 

Luke left school last spring six 
weeks ahead of time to make the trip. 
When his sheepskin was granted him 
in Lawrence he was smelling goats’ 
hides in Hammerfest, Norway, the 
northernmost port in the world. 
From there the Carnegie sailed 
straight north along the western 
coast of Spitzbergen until forced back 
by the ice in 80 degrees north latitude. 

| The observations taken each day 
had to do with the dip of the com¬ 
pass, its declination or variation from 
true north, and the strength of the 
earth’s magnetism. The collection of 
his data, which eventually will be 
obtained for all parts of the earth’s 
surface, is to help determine the fu¬ 
ture positions of the magnetic poles, 
whose wanderings make the best 
hydrographic charts obsolete in a year 
or so. In unfamiliar waters ship¬ 
wrecks are caused by the mariner’s 
reliance in charts that are no longer 
correct. 

A Pole Tlmt Walks About. 

The north magnetic pole, toward 
which the compass points, has the 
annoying habit of meandering over 
the entire Hudson Bay region. Each 
meander changes the declination of 
every compass in the world to a 
greater or less degree. Of course, 
everything would be lovely if the 
compass pointed due north. If it did 
the Carnegie wouldn’t have had to 
start this business of criss-crossing 
every ocean on the map. 

It is to figure out what the magnetic 
poles are going to do next that this 
mass of observations is being taken. 
When the work is completed a navi¬ 
gator can tell what the declination 
of the compass will be at any point 
on the earth’s surface at any time in 
the future. 

The Carnegie is unique in that ab¬ 
solutely no iron or steel was used in 
her construction. Her instruments 
are so sensitive that the presence of 
any magnetic substance would upset 
all the observations. 

“The only steel anywhere on 
board,” Luke explained, “was one 
razor and the needles for the Vic- 
trola. We threw the needles into 
the sea as we used them and kept 
the razor away up in the bow. Our 
job has to be a solitary one, for the 
presence of another ship in the 
vicinity set our compasses crazy. 

“One night after we came back 
across the Atlantic we were taking 
observations at anchor near Hamp¬ 
ton Roads. All at once the instru¬ 
ments began to act up and we had 
to stop work. In the morning we 
found that a flotilla of torpedo boats 
had slipped in during the night and 
were at anchor a couple of miles 
down the bay. Their steel hulls had 
announced their arrival. 

“The Carnegie can use nothing but 
sails, of course. All the fittings of 
the ship are specially cast from 
bronze or brass. Engine and pro¬ 
pellers would have come in mighty 
handy at one time on the voyage I can 
tell you. 

“We were almost to the solid ice 
fields off Spitzbergen when a terrific 
galg sprang up from the south and 
threatened to drive us straight upon 
the ice. We could see it ahead, and 
only by the hardest kind of work were 
we able to swing around and tack 
i against the wind. We zigzagged back 
i and forth for three days fighting our 
! way south. A week later our entire 
course was frozen fast for the winter. 


“Coming back we stopped at Ham¬ 
merfest again and became acquainted 
with several varieties of smells that 
we had somehow missed on our first 
visit. Every one in the town owns 
goats and is interested in the fishing 
trade. But there are hundreds of 
smells that haven’t been catalogued. 

Through the Mine Region. 

“Both there and in Iceland on the 
way back we met the families of 
scores of men whose trawlers had 
been blown up by the mines. We had 
to come through the mine region our¬ 
selves, but were lucky enough to miss 
them all.” 

The party had an exceptional op¬ 
portunity to study the Aurora Bore¬ 
alis, which appeared for three succes¬ 
sive nights at the close of thirty-five 
days of continuous sunshine. In fact, 
the only darkness during the whole 
trip into the polar regions came with 
a total eclipse of the sun. They re¬ 
turned just as the six months of night 
were beginning. 

After a few days spent at his home 
in Topeka, Luke has returned to 
Washington to prepare for a voyage 
into the Antartic regions to last two 
years and a half. It is believed that 
the preliminary magnetic survey will 
be finished in five or six more years. 
The hydrographers may then begin 
their work of preparing charts that 
will rob navigation of many of its 
dangers. 

But the Carnegie’s task even then 
will not be complete. All of the ob¬ 
servations will have • to be checked 
over again. Which means that her 
journeys of fifteen years must be 
repeated!

HAY GOOD AS CABBAGE, 

SAYS NOTED BOTANIST 


Smoked alfalfa for breakfast, 
stewed timothy for lunch and broiled 
clover for dinner—this is the menu 
for the future, Professor Henry 
Walters, the psychological botanist, 
suggests. 

Professor Walters is the man who 
believes that plants some day will be 
able to walk around. Now he asks 
why it is not possible by chemical 
treatment to make “the lilies of the 
field” as palatable as boiled cabbage. 

“We are slaves of the nerve of 
taste found in our mouths,” the pro¬ 
fessor explains in his best scientific 
manner. “What you like to eat does 
not depend on your stomach, but on 
your sense of taste concealed in a 
little nerve in your mouth and tongue. 
That little nerve is eating up your 
grocery bill.” 

He proposes that the Burbank plant 
and experiment station make experi¬ 
ments with grasses so they will taste 
as well as cabbage and potatoes.

The quantity of iron ore produced 
shows an increase from 314 pounds 
per capita in 1876 to 1434 pounds in ' 
1913, and the quantity of pig iron ob¬ 
tained from it has increased from 150 
to 717 pounds. 

Since the Centennial Exposition an 
entirely new industry in mining and ! 
metallurgy has been developed 
through the production of aluminum. 
No aluminum was produced on a 
commercial scale in 1876, but a cube 
weighing 12 ounces represents the 
per capita production in 1913. 

The actual production of gold and 
silver in 1913 is a little more than 
twice as much as it was in 1876, but 
as the population has also nearly 
doubled tliep er capita output of both 
metals has kept nearly even with the j 
increasing population. In 1876 the per j 
capita production of gold was 17 j 
grains; in 1913 ft was 21 grains. The
